But General Eisenhower could not, arid shows no intention 
of wanting to try, to overhaul our foreign policy fundamentally, j 
to clean out the batnarles, to cut loose from the blunders of the 
past, to rip up the window shades and strive for a new, courage- I 
oils and inspiring program of world good faith and amity. 
More specifically, General Eisenhower is com m itted to the
